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MR. FELTON’S DEFENCE. 
Remarks on a Report of a committee of 
the house of assembly, submitted for the 
consideration of the members of the leg¬ 
islature and the public at large. 

It appears by the newspapers, that a com¬ 
mittee of the bouse of assembly has sub¬ 
mitted to that Honourable Body a Report 
which, if public rumor may be relied on, 
contains charges of a calumnious and de¬ 
famatory nature reflecting on my character 
and conduct as a public officer. 

I have long been aware that certain ims 
putations injurious to my reputation were 
entertained by the assembly, and I have 
anxiously awaited their exhibition, that I 
might be able to meet and refute them. 

The charges being directed against me 
as a public officer, l bad a right to expect 
that communication of them would be made 
to the Executive ; but so far as I can 
learn no petition or complaint on the sub¬ 
ject has been brought under the notice of 
Government. 

I bad equally a right to expect that the 
bon. gentleman who brought the complaint 
before the assembly would, from his sta¬ 
tion in the country, have felt it to be cour¬ 
teous at least, if not just, to afford mean 
opportunity of explaining or vindicating any 
doubtful point in my conduct, but I have 
not been favored with any intimation of a 
desire on bis part to obtain information on 
the subject ; altho’ in noticing an anony 


to which allusion had been made in the 
house of commons, I felt myself justified 
in ca mg upon the Royal commissioners 
to take cognizance of it and to enquire in¬ 
to the particulars connected with it. 

If the results of this investigation could 
be circulated at the same time with the al¬ 
legations to which they refer, I should 
count with perfect assurance on the iudff* 
ment of the public ; but it will he impos¬ 
sible for the Governor or the Royal com¬ 
missioners to afford me the opportunity of 
meeting the accusation until they shall 
have official communication of the charges. 
Jn the mean time, by the distribution of the 
Report of the committee, of which the 
assembly has ordered 500 copies to be print¬ 
ed, a wide circulation will be given to an 
accusation which, tho* false and unfounded, 
will have the effect of defaming my char¬ 
acter as a public officer, & through me, of 
vilifying the Government which I serve. 

In this time of political strife and ex¬ 
citement, men honest and estimable in other 
respects, hold themselves absolved from all 
moral obligation in their conduct towards 
their political opponents. In their eager- 
ness to crush an adversary, a committee of 
the Assembly has lent itself to the gratifi- 
catmn of private revenge, and has adopted 
c arges brought forward against the obnox¬ 
ious individual by the rancour and malice 
of personal vengeance ; forgetful that in 
profiting by the injury inflicted on him at 
t ie expense of truth and justice, they par* 
ticipate in the infamy of the conspiracy 

hy which that object has been accomplish. 

To the assembly which has thus deliber-. 
ately sanctioned the propagation of a slan¬ 
der, it would he in vain to look for jus¬ 
It is under these circumstances that an 
appeal to the public becomes necessary. 

I do not address myself to the feelings 
nor do I wish to excite the sympathies of 
the public; although the persecution to 
which I am exposed would justify me in 
seeking their protection ; I ask only to he 
heard. J 

I shall now proceed to state and answer 
the chargesembodied in the Report of the 
committee, with as much succinctness as 
may be compatible with a proper under- 
standingof the subject. 

The first charge relates to my personal 
affairs solely. It states that I have been 
resident in Ascot since the year 1816 ; that 
I have dealt largely in land ; & that Ihave 
received considerable grants of land from 
the Crown. 

I o that part of the charge which asserts 
that I dealt largely in land, I reply that the 
statement is not merely exaggerated, but 
absolutely false. I have not dealt largely 
in land, nor have I even purchased largely 
and have sold but very little. This hold 
and unqualified assertion of a fact, unsup¬ 
ported hy evidence, is a specimen of the 
fairness and candor of the Report. 

In respect to the grant of lands which I 
have received from the Crown, the public 
lias a right to know on what grounds they 
were obtained ; to afford this explanation, 
and at the same time to defeat the inten¬ 
tion of my accusers in vilifying the private 
character, as well as my public conduct, I 
am compelled, though most reluctantly, to 
obtrude mv personal affairs on the notice of 
the public. These motives must be my 
apology for attempting to place, in the true 
point of view, the relation in which I stood 
towards the Government at the time to 
which the attack on me has reference. 

The Committee, in stating that I receiv¬ 
ed considerable grants of land from the 
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file breach of the engagement on the part 
of the Government, the obligations under¬ 
taken hy me were fulfilled to the letter be¬ 
fore the original promise of the Secretary 
of state was redeemed; that mine was a 
solitary instance of the conditions of resi¬ 
dence being complied with ; and that capU 
tal brought with me was applied to the im¬ 
provement of the country and the cultiva 
tivation of the grants. 

I lie next charge brought agaisnt me by 
the committee, is prefaced with a labored 
statement drawn up with all the skill of a 
special pleader, giving an exparte and false- 
ly colored view of the object of my appoint¬ 
ment as agent for Ascot; and it is follow. 
e<i by a list of persons to whom it is said 
that i sold lands which it was my duty to 
grant to them gratuitously, and that I ap¬ 
plied the monies to my own use; some 
subordinate imputations follow this charge, 
hut they all rest on the same foundation. 

1 must premise my reply to these alleira. 
tions by remarking that in preparing the 
list of persons to whom lam accused of sell- 
mg land, the committee has most in»-eni- 
ously & artfully mixed together the parlies 
who obtained land bom me as laborers, with 
those who actually bought lands which I 
was entitled to sell on account of my per 
centage; and that in respect to the indi¬ 
vidual facts brought in support of the accu¬ 
sation some are untrue, others exaggerated, 
and all imperfectly stated, in-as-much as 
they exhibit only so much of each transac¬ 
tion as it suited the purpose of the com- 
mittee to produce. 

But even admitting the general charge 
in its most exaggerated form: I answer 
that the very few sales made for money, 
were of land of which I had a right to 
dispose on account of my pe r centage; 
and that the others were not sales for mo¬ 
ney hut transactions with my laborers, 
in which not a farthing of money was 
paid by them, but on the contrary where 
money had been advanced by me to 
enable them to commence their settle¬ 
ment. 

For the proof of my right to give lands 
to my laborers, I refer to the documenta. 
i y evidence in possession of the committee • 
by which it will he seen that after a pro- 
tracted correspondence with government, 
and after the mission of one of my assoch 
ates to London at great expense to estab¬ 
lish my claim to the fulfillment of the ex¬ 
pectations held out to me hy the colonial 
omce, a dispatch from the secretary of state 
authorizes me to obtain for each of my 
aborers the grant of one hundred acres of 
land ; subject, however, to the condition of 
actual residence and cultivation. The 
committee has omitted all mention of this 
authority..—Is the suppression of this fact 
to be attributed to remissness or design. 

1 shall now show in detail, some of the 
exaggerations and the false colorino- G f 
the statements prepared by the commit¬ 
tee. 

It is said that in February, 1822, * Air 
Felton was appointed Agent'for the’settle.' 
ment of Ascot, Stoke and Hatley,’ and the 
I committee assert that ‘it was intended 
to attract settlers hy the offer of a valua¬ 
ble premium,’—this inference is wholly 
gratuitous and unfounded; the absurdity 
of the notion of attracting settlers by a 
valuable^ premium is exposed in another 
part of tne report by the committee them¬ 
selves where they describe the duties an¬ 
nexed to the grant as a ‘ laborious task,’— 


the fact is, that at the time I began

my readiness to afford any disinterested en- ! ™ "° con3ld * iiat '“"« ‘°J-tify these 


my readiness to afford any disinterested en¬ 
quirer all the explanation required ; fur¬ 
ther than this I could not go consistently 
with my ideas of public duty, conceiving 
that an officer under government ought not 
to answer anonymous accusations in the 
public journals brought against him in his 
official capacity, his time and talents hen 
longing to his employer, to whom alone he 
is responsible for their application, as well 
as for his official conduct. 

It is thus evident that the parties inter 


ested in propagating the reports against me j 
did not find it convenient to afford me the 
opportunity of refuting them. 

So soon however as it became known that 
the committee had made a report to the as¬ 
sembly, I have considerd myself authoriz¬ 
ed to take public notice of it, and I instant¬ 
ly addressed a memorial to his Excellen- j 
cy the Governor-in* Chief, praying him 
to institute an inquiry into the charges, 
whatever they might be, of which however 
I had but an imperfect knowledge, for the \ 
secrecy of the proceedings in the committee 
prevented me from ascertaining the scope 
of the accusation or the evidence on which 
lt was founded. 

Ilavi n «y subsequently learnt from public 
rumo!, that one of the charges is a subject 
that foims the matter of n special grievance, 


grants. 

I bey do not think proper to notice the 
stiong claims that I had upon Government 
lor services rendered to the Crown, prior 
to my arrival in the colony, which alone 
would authorise the bouuty of the Crown 
being extended to me. 

The Comniitteo makes no mention of 
the fact, that the original grant of ten 
thousand acres of land, promised to me be¬ 
fore my departure from Europe, but not 
perfected until some years after, was the 
condition upon which I embarked my pro¬ 
perty in the enterprize ; and that it was 
thus a matter of right, not of favor, hein- 
in truth nothing hut the completion of a 
bargain for which I had paid the equivalent; 
neither do they make any allusion to the 
circumstances which appear in the cor¬ 
respondence submitted to the committee, 
which establish the injury that I sustained 
in consequence of the Covernment not per¬ 
forming its engagement in making the grant 
as promised to me on my arrival in this 
country—a proceeding which deprived me 
of some of the lands most important to the 
success of my settlement, that were given 
to absentees, who, from that day to the 
present, have not cleared an acre nor ex¬ 
pended a shilling on the grants. 

1 hey omit to state, that notwithstanding 
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place my laborers on land (in 1817_18) 

and in that part of the Province, no Eu¬ 
ropean settler would accept of one hundred 
acres of land in the woods remote from a 
I road, on condition of residence and Culti¬ 
vation | and it was nnly by makin g 

at a grea. expense and hy advancing money 
or clearing a few acres, or setting up buil¬ 
dings that I could induce my laborers at 
that time, or for some years to become 
settlers on land ; it is true that land has 
since been held in greater estimation, but 
it appears rather unreasonable that the 
change of circumstances and rapid improve- 
merit of the new Townships of late years 
which are much owing to my exertions, 
should now he made the ground of char¬ 
ges against me. 

The real intention and object of my ap¬ 
pointment was to enable me to obtain the 
patents for the land which I was entitled 
to give to my laborers under the Secretary 
of State s instructions. If the order for 


j tion for the appointment; at that time I 
was an independent Rettler, intently occu¬ 
pied with the enterprise that I had under¬ 
taken, and not at all disposed to take office 
under Government: the nomination was 
spontaneous on the part of the Governor in 
Chief; and the letter of appointment was 
handed to me by the Civil Secretary on 
the day after an interview when Lord Dal- 
housie signified the intention that I have 
described. 

It was necessary, for the accomplishment 
of the committee’s views to give a different 
construction to my appointment, and they 
accordingly proceed to state that 4 Mr. 
relton was authorized to hold out to eve- 
in a PP^ cant l * ,e Promise of a free grant of 
100 acres of land, upon the sole condition 
o actual settlement, Sic. and was instruc¬ 
ted to locate each applicant hy a permit 
of occupation, or by a document under his 
hand, called a Location ticket.* Now this 
| is a palpable misrepresentation, intended to 
| support the conclusion of the committee ; 
it is evident that the committee cannot have 
lead the documentary evidence communi¬ 
cated to them by the Governor in Chief, for 
they must in that case have noticed that my 
instructions from the Civil Secretary, dated 
2nd February, 1822, do not authorize the 
course of proceedings above mentioned ; hut 
they direct me to give Location tickets on¬ 
ly to persons presenting an order from the 
hs.ecutive Council . 

The committee having prepared the 
ground by these misrepresentations, erect 
a charge against roe for refusing to make 
grants < to some of his Majesty’s natural 
born subjects, who professed their readi¬ 
ness to perform the duties of settlement;’ 
and of‘having invariably denied that lie 
had the power of making such grants, at 
least, m the localities selected by the set- 
tiers. 

The remarks on the preceding paragraphs 
sufficiently explain the object of these char¬ 
ges ; the acts complained of being in strict 
accordance with the instructions, but not 
in the sense that the committee would ex¬ 
plain them. 

In respect to having refused the choice 
of land in particular localities to strange 
applicants, not being laborers employed hy 
me; it is to he observed that by the Sec¬ 
retary of State’s despatch, my laborers were 
entitled to the land in the immediatehieigh- 
borhood of my own grants, and the lands 
in Ascot being nearest to me, were of 

course allotted to them; at the same time 

all other applicants were allowed as much 
latitude in the selection of localities most 
agreeable to them in any other Township 

as was cons^tent with the instructions’ 

which direct the agent to assign the lands 
to th em in the order of their application. 

ihe 1 1 util is, that in the early period of 
my settlement, no man would take up a 
lot unless in very favorable situations, and 
with some further encouragement than the 
mere grant of the land. 

The committee next says, ‘ That he re¬ 
sorted to the subterfuge (of refusing the 
choice of localities) to induce applicants to 
purchase lands from himself.’ 

lo support this assertion the committee 
produce the names of three or four persons 
who are said to have purchased land from 
me after being refused free grants; hut they 
omit to notice one hundred and fifty w ho 
took up free grants in despite of this ‘ sub¬ 
terfuge.’ No blame can attach to me for 
settling upon my grants, as I was hound 


of 

giants to my laborers had been uncondi¬ 
tional, I should have obtained patents for , 
them at once, hy merely presenting their 
names; hut being qualified by the condi¬ 
tion of settlement and cultivation, it was 
necessary to perform these duties before 
the 1 atents could be issued ; my appoint- ! 
ment as Agent was, therefore made and 
accepted as the formal and official method 
° effect to these views, and the 

committee had the 


to do, persons who preferred buying land 
to obtaining it gratis. 11 is clear that some 
other inducements, such as those above 
noticed, must have weighed with these per¬ 
sons, for as purchasers they must have been 
perfectly free agents. 

The Committee then proceeds to state 
that 4 many of the sales of land which were 
so made have been proved hy the hand¬ 
writing of Mr. Felton.* 

It is unnecessary to notice this remark 
further than to say, that none of the trans¬ 
actions to which I was a party were done 
in the dark, nor were intended for con¬ 
cealment, and it is at least a fair presump, 
tion that proceedings which do not shun 
the hght, are not at variance with my duty 
ihe committee next exhibit a statement 
of purchasers, lots and prices of land sold, 
and also a detailed history of pretended 
sales and other transactions; on all of which 
I am ready to go into the fullest enquiry- 
merely remarking before leaving the sub¬ 
ject, that they have shewn great dexterity 
in mingling together, so as to give them 
the air of resemblance, transactions in them¬ 
selves essentially different, in the view of 
exaggerating the sum of complaint. 

1 he committee lias gone into very full 
details on the subject of the claim of a per¬ 
son named Johnson, and in so doing has 
been made the tool of professional cupidi¬ 
ty; the business to which allusion is made 
having already given r*e to legal proceed¬ 
ings, no doubt at the suggestion of one of

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found, however, that the client in this case, 
has probably withheld one important fact 
at least from the knowledge of his patron. 

The committee then assert, that « Mr. 
belton has charged and received his com¬ 
mission of five per cent upon the several 
grants as if they had been mere locations. 
Now the fact is that the percentage has not 
yet been fully received ; all that "has been 
leceived is included in the statement of 
sales brought forward hy the committee ; 
the agent certainly having a right to trans¬ 
fer his interest to that extent; and under 
the circumstances of my settlement I sup¬ 
posed it incumbent on me to establish the 
lands to which I might become entitled 
equally with others. As to the amount of 
the agency it is admitted hy the committee 
that the list of located lands amounting to 
18,060 acres, and the percentage due there¬ 
on, were certified to he correct hy the 
Surveyor General. Ibis list only includes 
those settlers for whom patents had been 
made out, and upon the amount of which 
agency was due and entitled to patent; but 
as there are many locations not yet patent¬ 
ed, for which agency is accruing (which 
will be entitled to patent when patented) 
mv claim is still open. 

Having shown the false coloring put on 
the evidence by the committee, I proceed 
to point out the object they had in view; 
this may he collected from the means they 
have adopted, which have been, first, the 
suppression of the contents of an import 
taut despatch; next the quotation of facti¬ 
tious documents falsely said to have been 
communicated to me, and lastly, hy the o- 
mission of calling upon the Surveyor Gen* 
eral for explanation, when they perceived 
the discrepancy between the fabricated doc¬ 
uments which he had furnished to the com* 
mittee in 1835, and the authentic docu¬ 
ments sent hy the Governor a few days be¬ 
fore tho committee made their report. All 
these circumstances betray the intention of 
keeping out of sight my right to obtain 
land for my laborers, and of misrepresent* 
ing the nature and object of my nomination 
us agent. 

It is possible, and I am willing to allow 
the committee the benefit of the doubt, 
that these commissions and oppressions 
proceed from ignorance of the contents of 
the papers furnished hy the Governor ; but 
in such case the members of the commit¬ 
tee subject themselves to the suspicion of 
not having read those documents; and tho 
report must have been made without a 
knowledge of their contents. 

Ihe Report indeed furnishes internal 
evidence of this fact, and there can he no 
doubt that as where there is a determina¬ 
tion to convict, it is easy to pronounce sen¬ 
tence, so in this instance, the evidence has 
>een made to suit the judgment. The 
public may he disposed to acquit the as¬ 
sembly of any participation in such pro¬ 
ceedings ; and I am disposed to exonerate 
even the majority of the committee from 
t iat reproach. The assembly; however, 
has lent itself to the propagation of the 
calumny ; and the committee has been an 
instrument of the vindictive feelings of the 
individual ; and it is possible that this lion- 
oiable individual himself has in his turn 
become the tool of inferior conspirators. 

Ihe origin of the persecution against me 
is to be traced to feelings growing out of 
a contest in the election for Shei brook. 

In the anxiety to procure votes for one 
o the candidates, a number of my settlers 
not well disposed towards him, were tam.» 
pered with hy an individual too contempti¬ 
ble to be brought before the public, to whose 
malice I had become obnoxious, and ex¬ 
pectations were held out to them of oh* 
taming by the influence of the Candidate, 

. & rants An’ hands which they had ac¬ 
quired through me. 

This expectation was founded on the 
circumstance of the names of the parties 
being inserted in the patents in the man- 
ner I have before explained ; and the per¬ 
sons who were thus tempted, being: cau¬ 
tiously withheld from communicating with 
me on the subject, acted under the delu¬ 
sion an;l voted accordingly. 

To redeem the promises made to these 
people it was necessary to make out the 
case at which the committee has labored, 
but this could not he accomplished without 
the assistance of the public officer in whoso 
custody all the documents connected with 
it were supposed to be lodged. 

This officer whose flagrant neglignce 
and irregular proceedings will entail ruin 
on many who fancy themselves in the se¬ 
cure possession of goodly Farms, and which 
had necessarily and frequently become the 
8u yeefs ot animadversions from me in the 
discharge of my official <l uty> is , (I|own t(J 
have been early occupied in his office with 
an honorable Member of the committee 
and another practitioner at the bar, in se¬ 
lecting materials to support this accusation • 
the result has been the communication to 
tho committee of the assembly, which sat 
in l'eb. 1835, of fabricated papers which 



























































































































































had never been gent to me as they P rete "‘ l | 
and the suppression of a document winch 
would have distinctly shewn the true char¬ 
acter of all the transactions as I 'lava de - 
cribed them. This document is the accoun 
of Fees rendered to the Surveyoi geneial 
in October, 1834. • 

It is possible that the honorable membei 
of the committee was not aware of 1 1 
circumstances at the time,but the commu¬ 
nications since made from the Governoi .e- 
ferto it in such manner as to make t 
imperative on the committee to have call¬ 
ed upon the Surveyor general for explana

against mo in my capacity of agent oi t ie 
Townships. 1 shall now proceed to explain 
some points in a charge of a moie seiious 

character, in which an attempt is made o

dispatch in answer to his petition to the 
amount claimed ; and it 19 a fact tha 
procured Letters patent to pass the great 
seal, conveying to him the whole number 
of acres which he had claimed;—and 4 Mr 
Felton thus knowingly and fraudulently 
exacted and received a grant of 10,000, 
acres more than it was intended to convey 
to him, and retains it to this day. 

Now the whole of the first part of tins 
statement is a misrepresentation of facts. 
My petition was presented to Sir Janies 
Kempt before the dispatch from the secre¬ 
tary of state was received ; Sir James re¬ 
ferred to the secretary of state, and I took 
no further steps whetever to forward the 
Patents after presenting my petition. AH 
the proceedings subsequent to the receipt 
of the dispatch conveying the refusal of 
the secretary of state to grant the larger 
quantity of land, were made by the Civil 
secretary of Sir James Kempt, without le- 
ference to me.—These circumstances aie 
RO fully detailed in the correspondence 
submitted to the assembly, that it is sur¬ 
prizing that the committee could hazard 
assertions so completely at variance with 

them. . . 

The charge of 4 fradulently receiving a 
grant’ cannot surely apply to the case 
wherein the party could exert no agen¬ 
cy or influence over the proceedings. The 
fact is, that during the administration of 
Sir James Kempt I had no official charge 
of any of the proceedings relating to the 
preparation of patents and it was not until I 
was called upon for the payment of the fees 
that I became aware that the draft of the 
patent had reached the provincial secreta¬ 
ry’s Office. If I could by any possibility|

! of the charges to he hro’t against them 
while the fact cannot hut strike every ob 
server of passing events, that among them 
there does not appear one name of trench 


Mr. Godbout presented two petitions, 
and Mr. Cazeau one, from the inhabitants 
of the Island of Orleans, relating to the 
beaches; referred to the standing commit-.

The Resolutions passed in committee on 
Monday last, respecting Depots of Provi¬ 
sions, were reported, and concurred in with 
amendments.

THE INDIAN WAR. 

The following intelligence will be read 
with interest. The report of the capture of 
Fort King may have grown out of the en 
gagement of which the particulars are giv¬ 
en below. 

BA TTLE NEAR FORT KING , 
And repulse of the Indians , with the loss 
of their Chief and 60 warriors left dead on 
the field . 

Baton Rouge, Jan. 23.—An express ar¬ 
rived here last Thursday night, bringing 
orders for the immediate departure of the 
whole of the Troops stationed at this post, 
for Florida. 

An engagement has taken place in the 
neighborhood of Fort King, between the 
forces commanded hy Col. Clinch and about 
600 Indians, whites and negroes. The 
latter were repulsed, leaving about 60 dead 
on the field. The Chief is among the slain 
The loss on the part of the U. S. troops 
is supposed to he about 10, among whom 
are several officers. 

Since the foregoing was in type, we have 
seen the gentleman who brought the ex-| 
press, who informs that there tour killed 
and fifty six wounded of the troops under 
General Clinch. The General received 
several shots through his cap and cloth¬ 
ing. 

The veteran Gen. Scott ha9 already 
found it necessary to call on the surroun¬ 
ding States for a force of 5000 men, the 
most of them to he mounted. He consuls 
ers a less force utterly inadequate to sub¬ 
due the savage foe. 

So adroitly had the Indians managed in 
cutting oft the chain of communication, that 
Gen. Clinch was utterly ignorant of the 
butchery of the troops on their way to join 
him, for weeks after it had occurred.

The course pursued by Mr Felton, while 
resident in the Townships, and acting un¬ 
der cover of authority, has been the pro¬ 
lific cause of Radicalism—whatever of dis¬ 
affection towards the Government there 
may have existed here, has been generated 
by the unwarrantable proceedings of this 
Gentleman. He has abused the confidence 
of the Crown — he has diverted its bounty 
intended for worthy and needy settlers, to 
his own pockets_he has fleeced his Ma¬ 

jesty’s loyal subjects, while confiding in 
him as the agent of Government—he has 
made false reports in his official com muni 
cations with the Government—he has re 
tarded the settlement and improvement of 
the country—he has obtained large grants 
of land from the Crown under false pre¬ 
tences. Charges upon most or all of these 
subjects have been brought against him, 
and fully supported by documentary evi¬ 
dence and unexceptionable testimony. In 
the face of all these facts, Mr. Felton has 
sent to various individuals here, his appeal 
and defence, containing statements and 
assertions known to he wholly unfounded, 
adding insult to injury. If after all this, 
lie, the said William Bowman Felton, shall 
be suffered to escape the punishment which 
he so richly deserves as being guilty of 
such high crimes and misdemeanors—why 
then indeed I can only say that those per 
sons who have taken upon themselves the 
unpleasant task of exposing the hon. gen 
tleman’s conduct have fully performed their 
duty as good and loyal subjects, to his Ma¬ 
jesty. But that unfortunately for the peace, 
quiet and well being of his Majesty’s faith 
fill subjects in the Townships, his Majesty’s 
Representatives in this province has failed to 
perform his bounden duty to his King and 
country, and we shall see fully exemplifi¬ 
ed, what we have heretofore strongly de¬ 
nied, to wit ; the assertion of the disloyal 
that public Officers in this province, are 
not amenable for their conduct, but that 
they are and will he permitted under any 
circumstances to escape with impunity. 

JUSTICE. 

Mr. Felton has petitioned for an investi¬ 
gation, and we hope that he will meet 
with one, on which when finished he may 
receive ample justice. 

Wo shall merely add that the remarks 
about 4 my laborers’ were not intended for 
the Townships, where the idea creates more 
surprise than credence. 

There is one to us inexplicable fact, that 
Mr Felton is the only Councillor & public 
officer who has escaped the virulence of the
